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LABOR DAY FIXED 
BY A SENATE LAW. 


F IR S T MONDAY IN SEPTEM B ER 
MAY BE OBSERVED. 


Upper House Agrees to the Proposi­ 
tion Made 
by Representatives of 
Organized Labor—Hill’s Arraign­ 
ment of the Democratic Party a 
Theme of Talk at the Capital. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 2 2 — In the sen- 
*,e today the bill passed m aking labor 
day, the first Monday in September, a 
legal holiday. 
Hill’s arraigm ent of 
democracy is still the them e of com­ 
ment The New York man said in part: 
“There are honest * differences enough 
already existing among party friends 
relating to the details ot legitim ate 
tariff legislation which necessarily 
had to be reconciled w ithout going 
put of our way to seek fresh causes of 
contention in an effort to incorporate 
this tax upon a measure for the re­ 
vision of the tariff. 
It would have 
been good politics to have avoided 
this 
unnecessary 
issue. 
Prudence 
dictated th at this congress should 
not 
attem pt 
to 
form ulate 
new 
dem ocratic doctrines to which we 
have been committed. 
R ather should 
it carry out the pledges th a t we have 
already made. Perhaps I overestim ate 
the im portance of party platform s and 
appreciate too keenly the 
binding 
obligations of party pledges. I believe 
th a t it is the solemn duty of apolitical 
party to redeem the promises upon 
which it obtained power and th a t re­ 
pudiation thereof will sooner or later 
bring disaster upon it a t the hands 
of a betrayed and 
indignant peo­ 
ple. 
For one I protest against the 
repudiation of the promises of the 
dem ocratic party in order to adopt 
and carry out the promises of the pop­ 
ulist party. 
The most disastrous de 
feat ever experienced by the demo 
fcratic party in Oregon was the result 
of the effort to substitute new-fangled 
populistie principles for the good old 
principles of true democracy. 
Here 
and now I venture the prediction th a t 
the same result will follow the same 
effort everywhere.’* 
Senator Hill presented a petition 
from a number of prom inent business 
men of New York city asking th a t the 
income tax be stricken from the tariff 
bill. 
“This is essentially a w ar tax ,” con­ 
tinued the senator. 
“ Heretofore we, 
as democrats, have clamored against 
it and others like i t 
Look at the 
spectacle which 
we 
now 
p resen t 
if this is the best leadership which we 
can present in this great crisis I, for 
one, m ust decline to follow it. 
This 
is a tax the imposition of which will 
drive New York, New Jersey and Con­ 
necticut into the republican column, 
there to remain; a tax suggested, 
advocated 
and 
now 
persistently 
pushed by a m ajority which is tempo­ 
rarily in the saddle in this congress 
and is driving the democratic party 
w ith reckless and headlong speed into 
the abyss of political ruin. 
In their 
mad haste to attack the rich the cham­ 
pions of an income tax either inten­ 
tionally cr inadvertently assailed the 
poor. 
Until 
the 
amendm ents re­ 
lating to savings banks were of­ 
fered yesterday in the senate the pro­ 
gram of the m ajority here seemed to 
be to place such institutions on sub­ 
stantially the same level w ith business 
corporations and to subject them to 
the 2 per cent tax. 
If there was any 
other intention it was not apparent. 
“I have not had time to examine 
those new amendments, which are for 
the first time printed and placed upon 
our desks this morning, to determ ine 
w hether they contain an 
absolute 
exemption of m utual savings banks or 
not, but from hearing them hastily 
read at the secretary’s desk yesterday 
I fear they are not sufficiently broad 
to accomplish th at purpose. 
This 
government can not afford to perm it 
the savings of the poor to be taxed 
through a general income tax. 
It 
would be the crowning infamy of this 
bill.” 
A fter Mr. Hill concluded his speech 
Senators Allen and Chandler renewed 
their controversy of "Wednesday and 
b itter recrim ination were indulged in 
Mr. H oar (rep., Mass.) then made a 
long argum ent against the income tax 
Mr. Aldrich moved th at the date on 
which the income tax should cease be 
Jan. I. U9S. 
The amendm ent was de­ 
feated ~3 to 39. 
All the democrats 
voted against it, together with Messrs.

greeted at your next camping place 
in a similar manner you are at a loss 
to know w hether it is tho social 
individual of tho previous night or 
a counterpart. 
The woods of Maine, dear to me 
by pleasant associations, would lose 
half their charm to me w ithout this 
bird. 
Ho is in keeping with the 
somber shadow of the spruce and 
hemlock. 
Persistent in his presence 
as the giant tree th a t rears its lofty 
form above your “ shakedown,” yet 
as unobtrusive as its shadow, so 
closely does ho harmonize with the 
spirit of the silent wilderness. 


T h e G erm iin Stove. 
The stove in Germany is construct­ 
ed entirely of white tiles, and reaches 
from the floor almost to the ceiling, 
perfectly straight and plain, with no 
opening except a small brass door at 
the bottom. 
In this opening a fire 
is kindled with wood, and pieces of 
something black, called presskohle, 
are laid upon it. 
These pieces are 
about six inches long and one inch 
thick. 
The brass door is left open, 
leaving a little door inside with a 
grate in it closed until the press- 
kohie 
is thoroughly kindled and 
crumbles a little, then the whole 
thing is closed up and left for the 
rest of tho day. 
The stove gradually 
becomes hotter and hotter and gives 
out a good h e a t 
This fire is a 
curious thing. 
If you open the door 
and look in it seems to be entirely 
out, not a spark boing visible; it 
looks like a mere heap of ashes, but 
the fire is there, just the same, and 
goes on heating all day. 
The cost of 
fuel is almost nothing, being about 
$2.25 per 1,000, which makes tho fire 
for one day amount to a little over 
one cent. 


T e m p e ra tu re o f th e E a rth . 
Goldthwaite’s Geographical Maga­ 
zine is authority for the statem ent 
th at the tem perature of the earth in­ 
creases one degree on an average for 
each fifty-five feet of descent into 
the interior, basing its conclusions 
on observations made at the great 
shalt at Sperenberg, Germany, which 
is the deepest boring ever made by 
man—4,172 feet. 
At such a rate of 
increase tho earth ’s tem perature of 
only 200 miles is 
18,000 degrees
